Toward the end of this week will 
see the finishing touches being plac- 
ed on the street and avenue sign 
boards, Ever since the Board of 
Trade canried out the numbering 
system of buildings, these signs have 
been needed. The only reason they 
weren't placed up sooner is that no 
one could be found to do the task 
until recently, Mr, Harley Renville, 
town utility man, has had the task of 
planting the polls and tacking the 
signs on, Sixth Avenue is number- 
ed from 7th Street through to 13th 
Street.

Defining ‘‘gouge-madness’’ as a war-born ‘‘chiseling 
attitude that has penetrated to our very souls,’’ the | 
paper describes the malady as a ‘‘gyp idea of get all we 
can for as little as we can give.’’ 

Pointing to where it israging, the-paper says: ** Just 
look at anything we have to spend money on: houses, 
used cars (wow!), new cars, awnings, refrigerators 
food or what-have-you. It’s the same, old story. That 
fellow who had to buy $456 worth of equipment to get 
that new car. The railroad man who was sold that $250 
exchange engine at 50,000 miles when all he needed was 
rings for $60. That fender split which wasn’t welded, 
but just filled with solder for $16 and split again a week 
later. These people have all been chiseled, gyped and 
gouged. 

‘But don’t think they will forget it soon They will 
get their turn—It took years and years to build up that, 
prewar reputation for friendly service, good workman- 
ship, fair charges; but it will take only a few months fo 
wreck a sound business structure when everyone be- 
comes gouge-mad.’’

The Farm Sitchin. 
Of Tools & Materials 


In a recent radio talk on The Al- 
berta Farm and Home Forum pro- 
gramme, B, T. Stephanson, Depart- 
ment of Agricultural Engineering, 
University of Alberta, mentioned 
some of the advantages of orderly 
arrangement in the farm workshop. 

He suggested that the tools be ar- 
ranged on tool] boards or.in tool cab- 
inets, by hanging them on hooks or 
racks, The open,tool boards are easy 
to make and silhouettes of the tools 
painted on the boards will prevent 
mistakes about where each tool be- 


longs. The silhouettes als? mzke it 


easier to check on all tools. The cab- 
inet type of storage is sometimes 
preferred, particularly for the more 
expensive tools, More protection 
from dust and dirt is afforded, and 
the cabinet can be locked up if de- 
sired. In arranging for sharp edged 
tools, hang them so there is no dan- 
ger of their. falling or dulling the 
edges. 

Mr. Stephanson alsc had some- 
thing to say ebout storing materials 
and supplies. Smal] supplies can be 
kept in bins or drawer cabinets, 
Bins for bolts or washers are not 
difficut to make. Small screws and 
fittings can be kept in glass -jars, 
and arranged in order on the shelves 
Small amounts of lumber. can be 
stored on racks built along the walls 
of the shop. In some shops, overhead 
storage is also possible. If this ig 
the case, a convenient and safe lad- 
der should be provided. Stocks of 
iron bars can be: stored best by stand 
ing them on end in a specially built 
rack about 7 feet high and 3 to 5 
feet long.
